ROME, April 
9.—Four thousand 


Catholic pilgrims from all over the 
Christian world bere for the first of 
the celebrations commemorating Con- 
stantino year, today knelt 
in 
St. 


Peter's cathedral arid prayed long 
and earnestly that the life of Pope 
Pius X may be spared. 


The -pope's 
heart 
action 
was 


decidedly weaker today and Dr. Mar7 
chiafava and Dr. Amici, papal physi- 
cians, admitted 
that his condition 


was most grave though they refused 
to say they were alarmed. Marchia- 
fava said that what his holiness most 
needed was absolute rest, and Dr. 
Amici stated most positively that he 
did not expect the pope to die at this 
time. 
' 


Pilgrims Disappointed 


Many pilgrims had been expecting: 


to be received in audience by the 
pope today, and when they were "in- 
formed from the Vatican that all au- 
diences were postponed indefinitely, 
they immediately prepared the pray- 
er for the holy father's recovery in 
St. Peter's. 


Pope Pius passed a fairly .restful 


night. Dr. Marchiafava and Dr. Amici 
made frequent visits to the Vatican 
through thge night and at midnight 
said the pontiff's temperature was 
slightly above 100. This occasioned 
no especial alarm and fitd not pre- 
vent the patient from g< f.ting con- 
siderable sleep. 


On the doctor's first inrit today 


they found the pope's fever entirely 
allayed, but the heart action was 
more depressed than last night and 
it is this symptom that gives the 
most alarm. 


The only official "statement regard- 


ing the pope's condition issued from 
the Vatican by Cardinal Merry del 
Val was: • 


"Tbe pope is suffering a relapse of 
the influenza." 


The statement of Osservatore Ro- 


mano, the official Vatican organ, was 
little more satisfactory. It said: 


"Since yesterday evening, the holy 


father has been indisposed with a re- 
lapse of influenza. His condition is 
causing no anxiety, but he requires 
much rest." 


Has Nephritis 


It was learned from most relia- 
ble sources, though, 
that Pope Jius 


is suffering from more than influen- 
za.

condition, tbe pontiff is said to have 
nephritis, an affection of the kid- 
neys akin to Bright's disease.
